THE DEATH 


Many Well Known People Called 


Home. 


CAPT.JNO. EICHELBERGER, 


J. Harry Hatton, Sirs. Catharine Inks, Mrs. 


George Bort/, -Mrs. Sarah lielghard,

Capt. John Eichelberger, one of the 


best known citizens of Bedford county, 
died suddenly at his home in Hopewell 
on Thursday of last week. Captain 
Eichelberger was a native of Hopewell 
townsaip and was boni on December 
20, Ib^S. He was a son of the late 
David Eichelberger. 
In early life he 


was engaged in making charcoal for 
the furnace and later was a butcher in 
Hopewell village. He helped to build 
the plank road in Hopewell township, 
taking the contract for grading two 
miles of that thoroughfare. In 1S54 he 
married Miss Sarah Eaton, of Arm- 
strong county, and to this union ten 
children were born, eight of whom, 
with their motber.survive him.namely, 
Joseph and David Eichelberger and 
Mrs. Harry Evans, of Hopewell; Mar- 
tin and Harry Eichelberger, of Eichel. 
bergertown; Mrs. Margaret Stewart, 
Miss Jennie Eichelberger, of Los An- 
geles, Cal.; Mrs. Harry Horton, of Mc- 
Keesport. 


In 1S61 Captain Eichelbfrger went 


into the army as captain of Company 
F, which he had organized. In the 
fight at Mechanicsville he, with forty- 
five of his men, was captured. 
The 


captain was in Libby prison forty-two 
days, when he was discharged and re- 
turned to his company. At Freder- 
ieksburg on December 13, 1862, he re- 
ceived a wound, in consequence of 
which he was discharged, on April 30, 
1S63. Twice afterward he offered his 
services to his country but was refused 
each time because of the injury he had 
received in battle. He then organized 
another company and went to Harris- 
burg. Here his men were put in anoth- 
er company and he returned home. He 
was subsequently drafted and served 
as a private in the 90th S?giment until 
mustered out in July, lS6j. 
After the 


war he was employed in public works 
for some time and finally, in the GO'S, 
bought a farm near Eichelbergertown, 
on which he lived until about twenty 
years ago, when he purchased the! 
Hopewell House, at Hopewel],and con- 
ducted that well-known hostelry until 
called to his eternal home. The fun- 
ersl services were held Saturday morn- 
ing and were conducted by Rev. George 
L Comp, of the Methodist Episcopal 
church.

an honest, whole-souled man and com- 
manded the respect of all who knew 
him.

As traveler 
for this firm Mr. Hutton came in con- 
tact with many merchants of Bedford, 
whose friendship and good will were 
won by bis straightforward business 
methods. He fought for the Union in 
the days of the rebellion, being a 
member of the 13o:h Regiment, Penn- 
sylvania Volunteer Infantry, having 
enlisted from Chambersburg.

sequently transferred his membership 
to Baker Post No S, S A R , Phil- 
adelphia.

AMERICAN C O N S U M E R S 


Are Paying Forty Per Cent.More for Amer- 


ican Made Goods Than Are the For- 


eigners—A Tariil War. 


Special Correspondence or THE GAZETTE. 


WASUINGTOK, July 33.—A striking 


evidence of the close affiliation of those 
persons who are the beneficiaries of 
the tariff and their determination to 
conceal from the public information to 
which it is entitled is furnished by 
the lack of success which has attended 
the efforts of Judge Griggs to secure a 
copy of tho "Special Discount Sheet" 
issued by the American exporters. 
While it is a well-known fact that Amer- 
ican manufacturers, in numerous in- 
stances, avail themselves of special 
privileges conferred on them by the 
tariff to mulct American consumers, 
making- them pay nearly double what 
is paid by foreigners for the same arti- 
cles, Judge Grin-gs believed that the 
authoritative statement of the "Special 
Discount Sheet" would bring the facts 
home to American voters as would 
nothing else. He, therefore, commis- 
sioned an employee of the Democratic 
committee to obtain one. Every effort 
to do so failed and then a reward of 
8100 was offered for a copy, but so far 
without avail. It is also notable that 
a number of the leading newspapers of 
New York city refused to insert the 
advertisement which the judge desired 
to place in their columns at their regu- 
lar advertising rates, stating that they 
could not afford to antagoni/.a a clasj? 
of men who were extensive advertisers. 
This ground for refusal explains the 
numerous misleading editorials which 
appear in these same papers and the 
frequent perversion of facts in which 
they indulge. 


While tbe committee has been u aable 


to secure a copj of this particular 
sheet, it has procured a copy of the ex- 
port price-list, and, although the dis- 
:ouut sheet would show a far greater 
difference in prices, some of those con- 
tained in this list are interesting. Wire 
nails, for instance, which sell in this 
country for S3.35 per keg, are sold to 
foreigners for $1.30 per keg. Barbed 
wire, which sells here for 83 per hun- 
dred pounds, sells abroad for S3,30 pe» 
hundred. Shovels, waich sell here for 
$7 50 per dozen, sell there for 85.80 per 
dozen. Fruit jars ai-e listed for sale 
abroad for 35 cents less per do.!3n than 
the same article here, washboards for 
$1.30 
per dozen less, typewriters for 


$45 each less than here for the same 
machine, tin plate for 81 per hundred 
pounds less, and so on. And it is 
known that discounts t.re allowed, 
even from prices here quoted.

Griggs regards it as inconceivable that 
American consumers will be willing to 
continue paying these higher prices for 
the benefit of the foreign consumers 
once they realize the facts. "lam sat- 
isfied lhat the Americans are paying 
forty per cent, more for American made 
goods thin are the foreigners," said 
the judge yesterday, "and I do not be- 
tieve that they will be willing to con- 
tinue so doing."

A bianch of the census of 1900 is the 


vital statistics department, which was 
intended to show the ordinary condi 
tions of health m various localities 
It has for the general reading public 
the merit of showing the advance in 
medical science in the United States 
during a period of ten years, the num- 
ber of deaths being taken on the basis of 
100,000 of population in the two years 
of 1890 and 1100 


By these figures it is shown that 


medical science has made marked ad 
vances in the U mted States 
The most 


conspicuous of these, perhaps is in the 
ease of diphtheria which, since the use 
of antitoxin, shows a decrease of the 
death rate of from 70 per 100 000 to 35— 
one half 


In croup the reduction in the death 


rate is from 27JOB to 9 8 per 100 000, in 
typhoid fever from 40 to 33 m diarrhoe 
al diseases from 84 to 35 brain dis 
eases from 30 to 12 bronchitis from 
71 to 48, cholera mfautum from 79 to 
1", malarial fever from 19 to 8 whoop 
mg cough from 15 to 12, convulsions 
from 56 to 33 and scarlet fever from 13

Samuel Phllgon. 


Samuel Philson,one of the old.st and 


most prominent citizens of Berlin, 
died on Friday. Mr. Philson was born 
at Berlin, November 11, 1818, and was 
the last surviving son o* the Hon. Rob- 
ert Philson, who settled in Berlin in 
1735. He received bis education in the 
subscription schools until 1826, when 
he entered a local merchandise estab- 
lishment. For a time he continued in 
the mercantile business and later pur- 
chased the famous Buffalo Valley farms 
an.d conducted them, with tenants, 
making a specialty of raising Alderney 
and Jersey cows. In 1836 he establish- 
ed the banking firm of S. Philson & Co., 
which was the first banking institu- 
tion in Berlin. In 186S he founded the 
first bank in Meyersdale, now the Citi- 
zens' National bank, of which he was 
president at the time of his death. 
When the Citizens' National bank was 
formed at Meyersdsle, though almost 
eighty-nine years of age, Mr. Philson 
drove from Berlin, a distance of ten 
miles, and signed his name to the en- 
tire issne of currency, 1,600 times, and 
drove home the same evening. He was 
l pupil in the Lutheran Sunday school 
at Berlin upon its formation in 1335 
and continued as a pupil, teacher and 
superintendent for over 75 years. In 
139$ he retired from active business.

Fatally Wounded By Deputy-Sheriff. 
Robert 
Maurer, aged twenty-two 


years, of Lincoln township, Somerset 
county, was Jatally shot by Deputy- 
Sheriff Philip Rhoads while fleeing 
from arrest Saturday night, llaurer 
died 
on 
Sunday. 
Deputy-Sheriff 


Rhoads claims that he believed hi 
life to be in danger when he fired the 
fatal shot. He says that he fired four 
or five shots in the air for the purpose 
of searing Maurer into submission, 
but the shots had the opposite effect, 
as they were answered by Maurer and 
two companions named Ludy, some of 
the bullets coming dangerously close to 
the officer's head. Maurer's father is one 
of the best known farmers in Lincoln 
township. A warrant was placed in 
the hands of Rhoads Friday morning 
for 
the arrest of Manrer, who is 


charged with assault and battery on in- 
formation of W.E. Shaulis,Maurer hav- 
ing whipped Shaulis at a country dance 
the preceding night. 
Saturday night 


Rhoads went to the home of Herman 
Swank, near Sipesville, having heard 
that Maurer and the Lndys would be 
there. While he was talkiag to the 
women at the house one of the Ludy 
boys entered and recognizing the offi- 
cer shouted, "Hun, Bob, they are after 
you." Looking in the direction of the 
barn, Rhoads saw Maurer start to get 
away and ran after him. He was ICO 
yards from Maurer when the fatal 
shot was fired. Rhoads is a veteran of 
the Spanish-American war and served 
three years in the regular army in the 
Philipnines. He is a nephew of Sheriff 
Saylor.
